tent and workers from place 
to place. We have about 
$300.00 promised on this car 
and some of it already paid in, 
and 1 would be glad if the 
ones that have promised to 
help-us on this and haven't 
sent it in yet, would please do 
so at once so we _ will know 
how much to ask the Lord 
for, as I earnestly beleive He 
is going to give us this ma- 
chine to use to His glory. 

Some have intimated that 
we wanted anautomobile, as 
they expressed it, to spread 
on with but Iam sure the One 
who searches the heart sees 
no other motive than to make 
each dollar the Lord gives us 
spread the. gospel as far as 
possible. 

Men, who know, tell me 
that after we get the machine 
paid for that one dollar will 
carry our band as far as_ten 
dollars on the railroad. 
Then so much of our work is 
away from the railroad, many. 


times twenty or thinty miles. | 


We expect to finda ma- 





chine that will do our work 
for four or five hundred dol- 
lars. 

Brother Tomlinson will 
hold each dollar sent in, to- 
gether with the name of . the 
sender, until there is enough 
to putchasethe machine. It 
is also understood that this 
machine is to be the property 
of the Church of God, and is 
only to be used by me and 
my workers as long as we are 
in service in connection with 
the Church of God. 

We expect to go south in 
winter, where we can use 
our tent, that we may be in 
regular services all the time. 

We are not begging, but 
we know that there are many 
of God’s children scattered 
abroad whose hearts are bur- 
dened for this lost world that 
are not ina position to go, 
but are willing and ready to 
stand by those that do go. 

As this little band of sol- 
diers severs their home ties 
and marches out to facea 
gain-saying world and do 
what little wecan for human- 
ity, we ask every saint of God 
to hold us up in prayer and if 
anyone feels led of the Lord 
to help us in getting the ma- 
chine, send itto brother 
Tomlin son and it will be ac- 
knowledged and appreciated,
